1977-78 Executive Committee Minutes 


The 1977-78 Executive Committee of the Alabama Junior and Community College 
Association met at 2:00 p.m. on Friday, April 1, 1977 at the Birmingham Hyatt House. 

New officers are listed on the cover of the Newsletter . 

A meeting to elect a new vice-president/president-elect was scheduled for April 25 
to be held at Alabama Christian College in Montgomery. 

The dates of Monday and Tuesday, April 17-18, 1978 have been tentatively set for 
the next A. J. C. C. A. convention. The Presidents have requested that we investigate 
Montgomery as a possible meeting place. It was stated that this was not feasible as 
Montgomery had no facilities to accommodate this large a group. The Birmingham Hyatt 
House is able to do so. Harry Moore stated that he had been requested to mention the 
possibility of rescheduling the business meeting. A later checkout time might help 
attendance. The Hyatt has been asked to comply with this suggestion and is unable to 
do so. It was stated that 2:00 p.m. was really not too late for the meeting and if people 
are interested they will stay to attend. 

Harry asked each commission chairperson to be responsible for obtaining names, 
addresses, and ACTS numbers of primary and secondary interest group chairpersons 
within individual commissions. The Committee adjourned at 2:45 p.m.

The 1976-77 and 1977-78 Executive Committees met in joint session at 10:00 a.m. 

on Monday, April 25, 1977 at Alabama Christian College, Montgomery, with Harry V. Moore 
presiding. 

Sandra King reported a balance on April 25, 1977 of $9,986.05. (A complete financial 
statement is published in this issued of the Newsletter .) 

Mary Blackston raised the question on procedure for a name change for the Computer 
Operations Interest Group. Pat Wallace questioned the fact that a primary interest group 
was not included for personnel employed in Career Education Programs. Seth Hammett stated 
that changes of these types would require a constitutional amendment. 

Mr. Moore addressed the election of a vice-president/president-elect to succeed Les 
Sims who is assuming the presidency this date upon the resignation of Mr. Moore. Upon a 
call for discussion, Byron Causey felt that the Executive Committee should promote a 
process by which the presidency is rotated between administration and faculty, and possibly 
support personnel. Bill Carr felt the future of the association lies in professional staff 
development and encouraged continuance of this purpose. Mr. Moore then called for nomina¬ 
tions for the office of vice-president/president-elect. 

Frances Smith nominated Janice Kennedy and distributed a VITA on Dr. Kennedy for the 
information of those present. Ron Cordell nominated Sandra King. Dr. Sims moved the nomi¬ 
nations be closed; seconded by Mary Carpenter. Motion carried. A first round ballot 
resulted in a tie vote of 5 to 5. Mr. Moore called for a second ballot which resulted in 
the election of Sandra King as vice-president/president-elect by a vote of 6 to 4. 

Upon the acceptance of vice-president/president-elect office by Sandra King, 

Mr. Moore called for nominations for the position of treasurer. Dr. Causey nominated 
Janice Kennedy. Sandra King nominated Hattie Nunnery. Mr. Cordell moved the nominations 
cease; seconded by Lynne Williams. Motion carried. A first ballot resulted in the 
election of Hattie Nunnery as Treasurer by a vote of 8 to 2. 









Dr. Causey invited the Committee to a reception in his suite at 6:30 p.m. The 
meeting was adjourned at 5:10 p.m. 


The business session of the 1977 Convention, Alabama Junior and Community College 
Association, was called to order at 1 p.m. on April 1, 1977, by the president. Dr. W. 
Byron Causey. 

Sandra King, Treasurer, reported a balance on March 30 of $13,445.92. 


Dr. Causey reported an "unofficial" registration figure of 1198 paid convention 
registrations and 1221 banquet reservations. 


A statement from Harry Moors, Vice-President/President-Elect was read by Dr. Causey. 
Dr. Causey explained that the constitution provides that the Vice-President/President- 
Elect will assume the office of President and that the Executive Committee will appoint 
someone to fill the unexpired term of Vice-President/President-Elect. He stated that the 
Executive Committee will meet just prior to May 1 to fill the vacancy, and he urged 
members of A. J. C. C. A. to recommend persons to be considered for this position. He 
emphasized the desire of the Committee to have in-put from the membership. 


Dr. William McWhorter, Chairperson of the Nominating Committee, submitted the 
following report:

Dr. Janice Kennedy, Director of Institutional Research, Bishop State Junior College, 
Mobile, was nominated for the office of Vice-President/President-Elect from the floor. 

Dr. George Layton made a motion that the nominations be closed. The motion was seconded. 
Motion carried. Dr. Sims was elected Vice-President/President-Elect by a vote of 111 to 75. 

The floor was opened for additional nominations for Treasurer; there were none. 

Seth Hammett moved that the nominations be closed; there was a second. Sandra King was 
elected Treasurer by acclamation. 

Dr. Causey, 1976-77 president passed the gavel to Harry Moore, 1977-78 president, 
who gave instructions to the new Primary Interest Group Chairpersons to meet immediately 
following the business session to elect Commission Chairpersons and Vice-Chairpersons. 

He also announced that a meeting of the new Executive Committee will be held following 

these elections. 

The new president adjourned the 1977 business session of the Alabama Junior and 
Community College Association. 









Mr. Moore read his letter of resignation. Dr. Causey moved the resignation be 
accepted; seconded by Dr. Wallace. Motion carried. Mr. Moore then turned the meeting 
over to Dr. Sims. 

Dr. Sims expressed appreciation to Mr. Moore for his outstanding service to the 
Association and extended best wishes in the doctoral program. 

Dr. Sims then announced that the dates for the 1977-78 Convention had been set 
for April 20-21, 1978 at the Hyatt House in Birmingham. A discussion followed on con¬ 
vention sites other than Birmingham. Dr. Sims noted that Mobile had facilities that 
could adequately meet the needs of the association but the geographic location was a 
major drawback. Dr. Carr stated that Montgomery could not accommodate a meeting of our 
size due to the break-out space problem. Dr. Sims noted the difficulty of scheduling 
conventions at the Hyatt House and presented a five-year convention plan for consideration. 
Following a discussion of the desirability of such a plan. Dr. Carr moved that the five- 
year plan be presented to the Presidents' Council for approval with copies being furnished 
to the State Department of Education, each institution and AEA; seconded by Dr. Causey. 
Motion carried. 

Dr. Carr expressed concern over the coordination of planning at the interest group 
level. It was agreed that once a tentative program is in hand that a meeting of.all 
interest group chairpersons would be held to assure proper coordination. Tentatively, 
such a meeting was scheduled for September. 

The publication of the Newsletter was discussed. Joan Goree stated she needs 
information 10 days in advance of the publishing date. The next Newsletter will be 
published in May and all information to be included in it is to be submitted to Ms. Goree 
by May 10. The committee authorized Ms. Goree to have the Newsletter printed by an out¬ 
side agency in any event she cannot handle it internally at Calhoun. 

Convention evaluations were reviewed and discussed. Suggestions made for the 
1977-78 Convention were:

Ms. Patricia McLaney was appointed as PROGRAM chairperson for the 1977-78 Convention. 

Mr. Joe Ford was appointed Chairperson of Legislative Affairs Committee. 








Dr. Sims then asked the Committee's consideration of a special project undertaking 
for the 1977-78 year. It was the concensus of opinion that a Fact Book on Junior Colleges 
would be most beneficial and that an Association project of this type would be desirous. 
Dr. Sims will appoint a Special Project Committee to accomplish this goal. 

In order to has highlight information from future conventions, it was suggested 
that a recorder be appointed for each interest group. 

Dr. Sims noted that Mr. Moore had appointed an Audit Committee composed of Don 
Propst and Jo Talmadge. The audit of the 1976-77 records should be made on or about 

May 10. 

The next meeting of the Executive Committee will be held on Monday, May 30, at 
Jefferson State Junior College.
